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ASCRIBED TO HOME RULE

yesterday's prweedlniss of the

The committee had been listening to a

recital of the Injustice- that had been
visited upon residents of llrooklyn by
the l'ubllc Service C'ommlKSlon In falling
to enjoin tho llrooklyn llapld Transit
Company from reconstructing Its ele-

vated lines through Pulton street despite
the protestations of the Commltteo of
One Hundred. Just at the close of the
morning session Senator Thompson re-

marked that what lie had heard fitted
Into the Idea which he had been form-

ing gradually as to home rulo In New
York.

"Wo havo heard," he said, "a greut
deal about tho burdens that havo been
laid upon New York In tho way of In-

creased taxes, and coupled with this a
Ereat deal about homu rule. Now t

want to say that It Is about time some
one pointed out to this city the situation
arising from tho fact that New York

does not avail Itself of a number of
sources of revenue that might materially j
reduce IU tax burden.

He then went on to say that testimony

offered to tho commltteo had disclosed
large amount of olllclal oversight. He

Bald the discrimination In trucking rates
on the municipal ferries between Man-

hattan und Staten Island and Manhat-
tan and South llrooklyn had occasioned
n great deal of correspondence, confined
largely to assertions by city otliclals
that they were about to do something.

Senator Thompson said the committee
had tlqured nut that the city had wasted
not lees than $1,000,1)00 in the employ-
ment of otliclals and stenographers. In
postage statu)'1 and stationery, to In-

form Staten Islanders that Mimethlng
was going to bu ilom-- . He said the tax
levy would have been greatly reduced If
something had been done.

From the question of Staten Island
f'rry rates he proceeded to the dis-
closure that the llrooklyn Rapid Tran-
sit pays the city nothing .for tho use of
the Llrooklyn llrldgc and wipes out Its
franchise tax In llrooklyn by the deduc-
tion of bridge charges. From this sub-
ject he flitted to that of the Fulton street
ilevateil, drawing another conclusion as
to olllclal dereliction.

Finally he launched Into description
of "the buok," an animal, he said, which
was powerless to direct Its pwn pere-
grinations, but which Is assisted In Its
passage to und fro by every person who
Is afraid to assume responsibility. He
said the committee had been Impressed
by the amount of time spent by New
York city otliclals In promoting the trav-
els of this animal.

"Now all this waste of city time and

funds has been accomplished," said the
Senator, --without any outside Interfer-
ence. It Is all a product of the home
rule, for an extension of which New-Yor-

Is clamoring. There Is at least

New York had home rule we hesitate to
conjecture."

One of the Brooklyn witnesses said
that Brooklyn residents had to go to
Albany to find out what was being done
In their city. This prompted Senator
Lawpon of Brooklyn, u member of tho
committee, to say:

"New York Is no more ripe for home
rule to-d- than It was ten years ago,
and It will not be for ten years to come,
until It gets a body of city otliclals who
are rcsponsivo to tho wishes of the peo-
ple."

Investigation by the committee after
the adjournment Wednesday afternoon
showed that Justice Oaynor was not
without warrant In 1007 when he as-
sumed that the transit company did pay
a special franchise tax for the privilege
of using Uie city's tracks and equip-
ment on the Brooklyn Bridge. Commis-
sioner of Bridges F. J. II. Kracke had
told the committee that no special fran-
chise tax was assessed for the use of
the bridge and that the tolls for cars
and rentals were unjustly deducted
from the amount of the special franchise
tax for the use of Brooklyn streets.
A reading of Justice Gaynor's opinion
deciding that the trnuslt company had a
light to do this gave the Impression that
he had assumed without warrant that a
special franchise tax was laid for using
tho bridge.

It now appears thnt during the prog,
ress of the litigation J. Kdgar

a member of the State Board of
Tax Commissioners, made an affidavit In
which he said tho Commissioners, In
making their assessment for tho special
franchise tax to be paid by the railroad,
did Include the Brooklyn Bridge In Its
estimate of what the company should
pay.

WOMEN SEE VICTORY NOW

New York telephone operators had
more than their share of work yester-
day. Suffrage In every shape and form
burned over the wires and not a public
official or man of any Importance was
left uncalled. Wires stretched from the
various suffrage headquarters to the
Court House, the county Jalt. the s,

schools, churches, wherever public
odlcHls had secreted themselves, and on
each wire hung an eager and tired
suffragist who Insisted on knowing- - what
the party on the other end thought on
the great question, If they were going to
vote for It in the fall and If not why
not.

Responses were for the most part
favorable. In fact, Mrs. Norman deR.
Whltehouse, telephoning from her house,
said she had found only two antls. Only
one man antl had the courage to come
out against It strongly. Judge Glegerlch
said that he was oposed to It, had
always been opposed to granting the
women tho franchise and always would
be.

"I don't approve of suffrage In any
shape or form," he reiterated. "No, I
don't know why I am opposed to it I
simply am."

Considering, s Mrs. Whltehouse re
marked, he was only one man out of a
whole city, this response was not so de-

pressing as It might have been. Gov.
Whitman was Inaccessible, but Mayor
Mltchel responded nobly by saying, "I
will voto for It, but can make no pre
diction as to the outcome In city or
State." Kven among the favorables there
were few who would forecast victory, but
from all parts of the city rolled up the
names of those who promised to vote
for It.

3IIs Katharine Davis's Answer.
Miss Katharine B. Davis. City Com

missioner of Correction, was obliged to
call In her first deputy, J. Burdette
Lewis, saying, "I wish I had a vote, and
I hope to have one after the fall election.
As matters stand now I shall have to
refer you to my deputy." Mr. Lewis,
needless to say, was In favor of It.

Nearly all the Commissioner. Includ
ing Police Commissioner Woods, were out
of town. Commissioner Kingsbury,
Health Commissioner Goldwater and Flro
Commissioner Adamson all wished the
suffragists hearty success.

City departments were divided anion
the various suffrage headquarters. Miss
.Mary oarrett May or the Woman Suf
frage party had the Commissioners, while
the Judges and Justices fell to the lot
of the Kqual Franchise league on West
Thirty-sevent- h street. Mrs. Whltehouse
had charge of the out of town notables.
and from the leading cities of the West
and many of the Western suffrage States
came good wishes for New York next
fall.

Policemen, Mies Portia Willis com-
mented, were more than favorable to
the movement.

"The further up town you go the
more enthusiastic they are." she re- -
ported. "Those In The Bronx and Harlem
wisned us unqualified success, but down
In Spring street things were nwe du-
bious." Judges were In favor, so. for the
most part, were lawyers: much better,
the suffraglsta thought, than ordinary
business men.
